Augustus Thomas— 


There was a time in our lives when we 


were thrilled by comedy-dramas of the real 
American flavor, a time when the legitimate 
stage was at its heighth of popularity. 


We remember throat-gripping lines from 


"Arizona," from "The Witching Hour," "The 
Man Upstairs," "The Copperhead," and many 
others that came to the Mason theater or the 
old Grand in Los Angeles. 


A tired old man, seventy-seven years of 


age, passed out from this life quietly this week 
at his home in Nyack, New York state. He 
was Augustus Thomas, a name to conjure 
with in those days, the author of these plays 
mentioned and of fifty others that were suc- 
cesses before the American theater public. 


His epitaph should be that he made life 


romantic and worth while to millions. Plays 
come in a steady stream like wheat on the 
belt to our movie houses these days, and peo- 
ple sit thru them, enjoy them to a certain ex- 
tent, and go home to perhaps never mention 
them, forgetting the title and the names of 
the performers before they are scarcely out 
of the theater doors. 


But the plays of Augustus Thomas were 


discussed in every home, in every place where 
people meet, on the remote ranch, in the 
slums, in the circles of high society, and many 
of the lines were repeated with great gusto 
by amateur thespians. We have too many 
plays, too many newspapers, too many maga- 
zines, too many cabarets these days. We have 
so much of entertainment we appreciate very 
little of it. We could recall with flavor those 
hours listening to the sonorous lines of Aug- 
ustus Thomas, when he opened the wide 
plains to all of us, and brought back the gla- 
mor of the old south with his bits of dramatic 
portrayal on the old legitimate stage.

merely a condition brought about by the de- 
pression of the past four years. The cities 
of Los Angeles county especially were over- 
built long before the depression hit the coun- 
try. 


And much of the construction, especially as 


regards homes, was of a flimsy character, and 
a great amount of depreciation has resulted. 
Where individuals have equities in homes that 
they wish to preserve, it will undoubtedly be 
a help to them to be financed thru the federal 
housing program. The loans under this act 
are immediately available, according to a 
statement in this issue of the Argus, made 
by J. D. Coles of the First National bank of 
Covina. 


Seventy per cent of the people of the United 


States live in homes, hotels and rooming- 
houses that are obsolete, uncomfortable and 
unsanitary, a recent federal survey claims. 
If every place of abode that is inadequate and 
dangerous to health were condemned it would 
keep the building trades laborers and mater- 
ial men working double time for the next five 
years to replace and rehabilitate. There isn't 
a town, small or large, in Los Angeles county 
but could tear down and replace iialf the 
houses and be vastly better off from every 
standpoint. The federal housing program may 
come to be one of the best moves the present 
administration has made. 


Trading Agreements— 


Are the crops of California to be subjected 


to early trades under the recently passed 
amendment to the tariff act authorizing the 
president to enter into reciprocal trading 
agreements with other countries? This is the 
question asked the Growers' Tariff league by 
one of the commodity organizations holding 
membership in the league. 


This member organization states that it has 


received a request from the United States 
tariff commission seeking reports on its opera- 
tions for the past several years. No reason 
was given for the request and no indication 
why the information is desired, but the league 
considers the commission's action significant 
since it is timed with reports from Washing- 
ton that negotiations are now actively under- 
way for the purpose of carrying out the reci- 
procal trading powers granted to the presi- 
dent. Inquiries are being made by the league 
seeking to ascertain if similar requests have 
been made to other California crop commo- 
dity organizations.

the risk of being reciprocally traded are show- 
ing some uneasiness over the possibility, and 
it is feared that such uneasiness may be re- 
flected in the demand and price trends of 
crops now seeking markets. 


The Growers' Tariff league is advising its 


growers to call upon their congressional rep- 
resentatives to exert their influence to pre- 
vent any reciprocal agreements which will use 
California crops as trading instruments.

Risking their lives, and undergoing hard- 


ships, three men driving a tractor thru the 
frozen wastes of "Little America" rescued 
Admiral Byrd this week, at his lonely post in 
the Antarctic. 


Ever since this writer can remember, ex- 


plorers have been going away with a tremen- 
dous amount of publicity and ballyhoo to find 
something or other at the poles, and invari- 
ably one, two or three rescue parties are after- 
wards sent out, sometimes successful in bring- 
ing back the explorers alive. 


Scientists may pretend to know, but the 


rest of us have never been able to figure out 
why anyone should be curious about the re- 
gion around the north and south poles. It 
isn't the scientific urge, however, that sends 
these men into these dangerous places. It is 
the urge to court danger, the urge to adven- 
ture and notoriety that is a curious complex 
in some men. 
One may say that the world's 


horizon never would have been widened were 
it not for such men, and the average individ- 
ual accepts them as heroes, and lets it go at 
that. .But there is a suspicion thai they arc 
partly fools and mostly notoriety seekers. 


There have been heroes who sacrified them- 


selves for science . Personally we prefer the 
men who subjected themselves to the bites of 
malarial mosquitoes and died that yellow 
fever might be banished as a menace. Or 
Madame Curie, who died as a result of her 
experiments with radium. Somehow these 
north and south pole seekers leave us about 
as cold as the poles themselves.

ON THE AIR TO HONOLULU 


VIA SHORT-WAVE SYSTEM

For one hour and fifteen minutes on Tuesday night my wife 


and I talked with our daughter, Lucille Matthews White, in 
Honolulu, over Newton Fisher's short-wave system at his ranch 
home on Bonita avenue, near Covina. 


I do not mean that we were 


ing continuously during that time, 
as there were times when the air 
was released to some other message, 
but we carried on an extensive com- 
munication over that distance of land 
and water of 2800 miles, a truly re- 
markable adventure, especially to a 
man who has seen the day when a 
telephone between Covina and Azusa 
was a marvel, and when we would 
talk with an Azusa friend and after- 
wards get into a buggy and drive to 
see him to verify the fact that we 
had actually been talking to him. 


This short-wave system is little 


known to anyone except a few, and 
it is as marvelous and unbelievable 
as any communcation system of the 
past which we now take for granted. 
Newton Fisher's station is W6FFN, 
and we were talking to station 
K6CMC in Honolulu, 
where our 


daughter had been called by special 
arrangement. First we talked into 
this wave length and then in a few 
minutes her voice came back as 
clearly as if she was speaking on a 
telephone in Covina. What we said 
doesn't matter, but it was almost 
like a fireside chat, with plenty of 
opportunity for visiting, swapping 
recipes and other things in the fa- 
shion that two women will hang on 
the phone talking to each other until 
both get weak from the ordeal. You 
are all familiar with those conversa- 
tions carried on between breakfast 
and noon between two housewives 
on the phone when the man of the 
house can't get his residence because 


"the line is busy." That's what is 
going to be possible between Hono- 
lulu, or Australia, and Covina when 
the short-wave system becomes our 
telephone. 


While we were waiting for short 


periods we heard the Honolulu sta- 
tion calling a station in Oakland to 
make connections with our other 
daughter, 
Genevieve 
Matthews 


Letchworth, and conversations were 
carried on between the two sisters. 
We were at the station at nine 
o'clock Covina time, which is seven 
o'clock Honolulu time, and talked 
intermittently until quarter past ten. 


The station that Fisher has set up, 


and which has come to be known as 
one of the best amateur stations on 
the Pacific coast, is operated on 1400 
volts supplied by the Edison com- 
pany. Fisher is one of that, valiant 
band of pioneers in short-wave who 
are revolutionizing another method 
of communication. He is regarded as 
a topnotcher among the short-wave 
fans. It was his station that relayed 
messages between the Long Beach 
officials and the governor of the state 
at the time of the Long Beach earth- 
quake disaster, and aided in getting 
state aid. 


Messages were being sent also to 


Tokio during the time that we sat 
in Fisher's station, a distance of 8000 
miles. Fisher says that the com- 
munication would have been even 
clearer in daylight, which for some 
reason gives better reception than at 
night. 


PARTY OF WOMEN HOME FROM 


TRIP EXTENDING INTO ALASKA

Following is a brief description of 


the trip as written by Mrs. Miller: 


We left Covina June 28 by auto, 


taking the route up the Oregon 
coast to Astoria, stopping one day 
en route on the Redwood highway 
at Richardson's Grove resort. The 
highway on the Oregon coast is very 
scenic and takes you thru beautiful 
forests and meadows of wild flow- 
ers. A unique featurue of this trip 
is the crossing of five bays and riv- 
ers by free ferries instead of across 
bridges. 
„ O_ut of TaconVj.'i'e spentnne day 
at Mt. Rainier "ISffonal parx, out- 
standing this year in the beauty and 
quantity of flowers—the Indian paint 
arush, glacier lilies, and lupin most 
vivid in color, and the hillsides were 
a wealth of color. The Nisqually 
glacier is the real point of interest 
n the park. In Seattle we spent 
several days visiting friends and 
sightseeing before sailing for Van- 
couver July 9. 


There we transferred to the Prince 


jeorge for the trip to Skagway. 
Dur ports of call were Berans Falls, 
3. C., where we had time to visit a 
large paper mill, Prince Rupert, B. 
2., Ketchican, Wrangel, Alaska, the 
ast two large fishing centers and 
he sites of canneries, and Juneau, 
:he capital of Alaska, with a popu- 
.ation of 4500. The Alaska-Juneau 
'old mine is one of the greatest low- 
jrade gold mines in the world. 


Arrived at Skagway the end of 


the fifth day of perfect sailing. At 
this point the "Trail of '98" begins, 
and the railroad built by the White 
Pass and Yukon is a marvelous bit 
of engineering. This trip by rail is 
interesting and thrilling and takes 
one over the summit of the once- 
dreaded White pass, and the scenery 
with its mountains of snow and gla- 
ciers, is awe-inspiring. The railroad 
ends at White Horse, from which 
point we took the river steamer, 
Klondike, for the 450-mile trip up 
the Yukon river to Dawson, the 
center of the gold rush and once a 
city of 30,000, now about 300 inhabi- 
tants. Here we visited mining oper- 
ations and after twenty-four hours 
started back, the return trip being 
upstream and taking four days in 
comparison to the one day and two 
nights downstream to Dawson. 


The Yukon trip is interesting and 


the almost never-ending daylight is 
quite thrilling. We had a gorgeous 
sunset one night about 11 o'clock 
and it remained light all night. 


Returning by rail from White 


Horse to Carcross, by boat on Lake 
Tagish to beautiful Lake Atlin re- 
sort, we spent three days, also vis- 
iting the mining operations there. 
On Sunday we had the privilege of 
seeing a papoose baptized in the 
Catholic -church and an Indian cou- 
ple wed. The Indian women were 
always present at all places to sell 
their wares, making a picturesque 
bit of color. 


On the return trip we stopped one 


day at Skagway, which is interest- 
ing in its historical setting, and sail- 
ed on the Princess Charlotte for 
Vancouver. The ship stopped at 
Taku glacier, and this point with 
icebergs on all sides is one long to 
be remembered. A day's stop at Vic- 
toria, and we were back again in 
Seattle, coming into the city at night 
with its lights twinkling like thou- 
sands of candles in. the clear north- 
ern light. 


In our car again we wended our 


way homeward, after seventeen days 
of boat travel, over the Olympic 
peninsula and Pacific highway, stop- 
ping at Medford, Oregon, for a trip 
to the beauutiful Crater lake and a 
sho*yt visit with relatives there, a

of a ,p4rfect vacation. We were for- 
tunate in being routed on Canadian 
boats and not affected at all by the 
strike conditions.

Enlistment of young men for ser- 


vice in the Civilian Conservation 
Corps camps of California has reach- 
ed the full state quota for the cur- 
rent enrollment period, with a total 
of 10,447 men who have signed for 
the forest camp service, according

sient service director and CCC camp 
enrollment official for California. 


The report, as submitted by Day- 


ton E. Jones, secretary of CCC camp 
enlistment, listed 4497 men as the 
normal replacement quota for CCC 
workers who have completed their 
term of service, with the remaining 
5950 men forming California's quota 
of special enlistments for drought 
area service. 


This special quota will work ex- 


clusively on drought relief projects 
in areas of California most affected 
by lack of moisture this season, ac- 
cording to Carleton.

AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRY 


Leads Both in Sales and 


Production in First 


Half of 1934 


"Ford leads in automotive produc- 


tion and automobile sales for the first 
six months, this year," said Ira B. 
Groves, General Manager of the Ford 


IRA B. GROVES 


Motor Company, Long Beach Branch. 
"Production for this period amounted 
to 536,637 units of all types and sale; 
totaled 356,119. From a percentage 
standpoint this production represents 
an increase of 135 per cent over last 
year. 
The second car increased 50 


per cent in production, and the third 
80 per cent. 


"In California, July sales of Ford 


V-8's 
this year were better than any 


July since 1930. There were 4,010 
new passenger cars registered last 
month as against 2,231 registered in 
July last year, a unit gain of 1,770 
and a per cent gain of better than 79. 


"Registrations of Ford commercial 


cars and trucks in this state for this 
six-months' period were 4,352 as op- 
posed to 2,532 last year—a unit change 
of 1,820 and -a per cent change of 71.9. 


"In Southern California, Ford V-8 


passenger car 
sales totaled 2,481, 


which almost equals the combined 
sales of the next two cars during 
July. In Los Angeles there were more 
Ford V-8's sold than were sold by tile 
next two cars. Ford also leads in 
sales of commercial units and trucks. 


"Ford national sales in this period 


amounted to 41 per cent of all auto- 
mobile sales by the three leaders in 
the lower price brackets," Grove con- 
tinued. "There were 295,114 passen- 
ger cars and 61,503 trucks and com- 
mercial units sold, a total of 356,119. 
Ford sold 26,468 more passenger auto- 
mobiles than did the second auto 
manufacturer and 136,119 more than 
tlie car holding third place ;n the sales 
race. 


"Ford production expansion is pro- 


ceeding along lines of a pre-arranged 
program and the building of a sheet 
steel plant is being energetically car- 
ried forward.

received by Mr. and Mrs. J. A. 
Young of Covina from their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Shacn Magan. who with 
her daughters, Marjory and Doro- 
thy, and Miss May Hughes, have 
f>een touring in Europe this summer. 
The letter follows: 


Hotel Regina, Geneva. 


July 20, 1934. 


Dear Mother and Dad: 


Here we are tonight in the famous 


city of Geneva. We have a room 
on the fourth floor overlooking the 
lake. The city is built around the 
lake like a horseshoe, and tonight 
when Dorothy and I walked out on 
the bathing pier it was a beautiful 
sight to see the lights. We rode part 
of the evening with Marjory and 
the boys in a carriage. That is really 
the way to see the cities, they are 
open and you can see everywhere. 


We have had. a very nice week 


since I last wrote you. From Kola, 
Germany, to here is not very far, 
but we have only traveled short 
distances as there is so much to see 
along the way. Last Saturday night 
we spent on the Rhine river. I was 
really quite disappointed in the 
Rhine, it is nothing compared to the 


summer right here in Switzerland. 
You never saw such grand wood- 
carving and different things they do. 
I am bringing something home for 
the cabin; only wish I could get 
more and wasn't so far away. 


MONEY EXCHANGE 


Our money exchange is very bad 


here. You lose $30 on every hundred 
and the shops surely feel it. A lady 
told me it was going to work a ter- 
rible hardship on the carvers. The 
American and English people are not 
coming or spending. We are getting 
very good rates in the hotel with 
six of us. I told Mr. Von to bargain 
with them, there being so many of 
us, and he has done pretty good. 


We came on to Geneva from about 


9:30 to 4 o'clock, stopping an hour 
for dinner. Mostly mountain road 
but not bad at all—quite dirty and 
dusty in places. I think Henry has 
only driven for me once. It is very 
easy driving and the Ford is nothing 
to drive. I would rather drive than 
sit. I would like to have a car with- 
out a top at times. My friends that 
said I couldn't drive over here are 
funny—there is nothing to it. I have

"In addi- 
ion to making loans, we have a 
arge service and research field in 
which we feel that we can aid or- 
ganized marketing groups. 


"We must all realize that no one 


las a recipe for guaranteeing cost of 
reduction plus a profit in agricul- 
ure. Adjustment of production and 
control programs must come from 
he people to be controlled. Federal 
agencies can be referees and um- 
pires, but the people playing the 
*ame must help make the rules," 
said the administrator. 


"The cooperative method of solv- 


ng today's problems is making 
leadway when the cooperative is 
grower owned, grower controlled and 
Business operated, for farm affairs 
need business methods," he said. 


Members must realize, according 


;o Mr. Peck, that there is no magic 
m cooperative marketing, and that 
cooperatives have the same prob- 
lems as private business, often with 
additional handicaps in the form of 
critical and antagonistic competitors.

Orange Crop Exceeds 


Last Year's Output 


The 1934 orange crop apparently 


will exceed 1933 production by 1,- 
750,000 boxes, the agriculture depart- 
ment announced, but this year's 
grapefruit yield is expected to fall 
1,370,000 boxes short of last year's 
total. 


Citrus crop conditions were above 


average in Florida and bi;low nor- 
mal in California on August 1, the 
crop reporting board explained, not- 
ing that the July condition of Cali- 
fornia and Arizona orange crops im- 
proved and that the conditions of all 
varieties except limes declined in 
Florida. 


The estimate for the current year's 


crop was 51,191,000 boxos oi oranges, 
14,093,000 boxes of grapefruit, and 
(5,800,000 boxes of lemons. 


Although the August condition 


statement shewed that the Califor- 
nia crop was 73 per cent of the 1922- 
31 normal and 10 per cent better 
than at the same time lust year, the 
yield estimate for the state was 32,- 
641,000 boxes, comprising 12,265,000 
of navels and 20,376,000 of valencias, 
against 33,827,000 boxes las t year.

fruits generally flood the markets, 
these fruits were conspicuously ab- 
sent, due to the drought in the mid- 
western areas. 
Only the Georgia 


crop has 
survived 
the 
terrible 


scourge of drought, he said. When 
he was leaving there were some 
Colorado peaches coming in, as that 
state has a splendid crop this year of 
fine quality. Loss of the peach crop 
is also due to the cold winter last 
year, it. was explained. 


While oranges did not make as 


good a quality showing as in other 
years, he took note of the fact that 
the fruit of the Covina area was 
holding up remarkably well, and that 
dealers were giving their approval 
to Covina brands. This may mean 
the gaining of a trade preference 
that will have a lasting benefit. 


BOAT SHIPMENTS 


One of the discussions of interest 


among orange dealers and shippers 
was that of the necessity for more 
boat shipments from California to 
compete with this method of trans- 
portation by the Florida growers, he 
said. Florida has been taking the 
seaboard markets by the use of 
water transportation, which is much 
cheaper and makes them more than 
ever a competitor. 


Conditions in the east, beginning 


with Cleveland and on eastward, 
seem to be much better, he said. 
Business men in those areas attribute 
it to the government money put out 
in labor. Chicago is in very poor 
shape, in fact, in desperate shape, the 
Covina man said. The government 
has loaned the city money to pay 
back warrants for several years for 
school teachers and the city is paying 
an interest rate at present of fifty 
thousand dollars a day. Property- 
holders have been on a tax strike 
for several years. Apartment own- 
ers cannot get rent in most cases. 
The merchants, however, said that 
business was better, owing to the 
spread of government money.

as placing a considerable number of 
building trades laborers on the pay- 
rolls again. 


Any property owner, individual, 


partnership or corporation with a 
regular income from salary, com- 
missions, business or other assured 
source may apply for the loans. It 
is not necessary to be a depositor in 
the financial institution where the 
application is made. 


The applicant may apply for funds 


from $100 to $2000, depending on in- 
come, and the notes signed may run 
from any number of months to a 
maximum of three years. The secur- 
ity required is a regular income and 
and a good credit record in the com- 
munity. The income of the signers 
of the note must be at least five 
times the annual payments on the 
note. If there is a mortgage on the 
property to be improved it must be 
in good standing, with interest paid 
up, and with no past due encum- 
brances or liens against the prop- 
erty. The loans must be used solely 
for property improvement. 


SMALL CHARGE MADE 


The financial institution making 


the loan may not charge in excess of 
an amount equivalent to five dollars 
discount per year per one hundred 
dollars original face amount of the 
note. Regular monthly payments are 
required, except in the cast of farm- 
ers, where seasonal payments are 
required. 


Applications will be considered for 


credit to improve' one-family, two- 
family or other residences, apartment 
buildings, stores, office buildings, 
factories, warehouses, farm build- 
ings. All regular payments will be 
made at the financial institution 
where the loan is made. The note 
may be paid in full at any time be- 
fore its maturity date, and more than 
one payment can be made at any 
time, but the maker of the note must 
not permit his note to fall into ar- 
rears. This, in effect, are the term 
requirements of the National Hous- 
ing act, Mr. Coles said. 


In conjunction with this new form 


of financing, Mr. Coles also made a 
statement concerning loans for fer- 
tilizer and other necessary crop re- 
quirements, pointing out that the 
Covina bank believes thoroughly in 
a policy of aiding ranchers to keep 
groves in good condition. It is only 
thru keeping income properties in 
good, shape that the individual owner 
and the community can prosper, Mr. 
Coles said.
